The polls opened at 8 o’clock 
in the morning, and in many precincts they 
were kept open until 8 p. m., consequently 
complete returhs will be somewhat late in 
coming) in. There are 2,003 _ voting 
precincts in the State, and the vote 
will be compared with the vote for President 
last year, when thé Republican Electors re- 
ceived an aggregate vote of 219.503, the 
Democrat 196,145, the Populist 20,482, and 
the Prohibition 6,261. The total vote last 
year was 442,391. 

The weather today has been fine all over the 
State, but at this writing it is not believed 
that as heavy a vote has been polled as was 
expected. In this citya heavy falling off is 
reported in the precincts where there are 
large mumbers of laboring men. In 
other precincts, however, the vote was well 
polled and the Republicans were active in 
getting their vote out. The early reports 
showed the gains and losses pretty evenly dis- 
tributed, but they indicated a large falling off 
from the vote of last fall, especially in some 
ofthe river counties, but the Republicans 
seemned to be slightly benefited by the de- 
creased 'yote.

HEARING THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON, 


Its Doleful Tenor Casts a Gloom Over the 
; Admunistration People. 
Wasuivetoy, D. C., Nov. 7.—[Special.}— 
It was afew minutes past 10 o’clocg this 
evening when Private Secretary Thurber tele- 
phoned the President at Woodley: * Vir- 
ginia has gone Democtatic, but. New York, 
New Jersey, and Massachusetts are Repub- 
lican.!’ When the President learned this he 
inquited for Secretary Lamont, and seemed 
gratified to ascertain that the Colonel had re- 
turned from New York. It was early in the 
afternoon when the President’s first lieu- 
tenant discerned the handwriting on the wall 
and hurried back to Washington to be 
with his chief. When he alighted from the 
train at the Pennsylvania depot he hurried to 
the White House, where Secretary «Gresham 
had preceded him. and was waiting impatient- 
ly for some good news over the private tele- 
graph wire. But the first dispatches were 
meager and unsatisfactory and conveyed no 
comfort for the outlook.

An immense vote was 
polled, and the Republican gains in every di- 
rection are beyond anything claimed hereto- 
fore by Chairman Dick. The comparison to- 
night was made on the total vote in Ohio last 
November, when the figures were: Republic- 
ans, 405,187; Democratic, 404,115; Prohi- 
bition, 26,012; Populist, 14,850. The re- 
turns show almost the disappearance of the 
Prohibition and Populist vote in this State.

A Times representative yesterday sought an 
interview with Mr. Medill, and was success- 
ful in obtaining from him the following inter- 
esting narrative, reviewing Chicago politics 
and the career of the late Carter H. Harrison: 

Interesting Personal Recollections. 

“You ae, 66 Ryo pe in common with the 

people generally} and especially Chicago peo- 
shocked and horrified at the crime of the 
crank who did the killing?” 

*O, yes; I felt more shocked, and I may 
gay stunned, whén I read in the Los Angeles 
Timés Sunday inorning of the assassination of 
Carter Harrison than i did when I heard of 
the murder of President Garfield, thirteen 
years before, because at thetime of Harrison’s 
murder a most peculiar state of things existed 
in the city. The great Fair was just winding 
up. Elaborate preparations had been made 

by the whole city for a grand and glorious 
ending in the presence of haif a million peo. 
who were expected to be there. It was to 
the final blaze of glory. There were to be 
all the prominent men of the United 
States who could be induced to be present, 
and hundreds of thousands of them were com- 
jug or were there at thetime. The whole city 
was rejoicing and their friends every where 
were congratulating the ‘citizens upon the 
magnificent termination of the Fair. It was 
the apotheosis of the Exposition. Harrison 
had performed his part to the public satisfac- 
tion, and everybody was proud of him. He 
had a large program to perform on the last 
day. He had been preparing himself for his 
best effort. He had several minor speeches 
to make. There was a great banquet 
that he was to preside over or take 
rt in, and he was to pronounce the 
‘oratorical words in the name and in be- 
half of the City of Chicago when the sun went 
down Monday last. It was just on the eve of 
this splendid conclusion of the grand White 
City’s career that its Mayor was suddenly

What the Old World Will Think. 

* What, in your opinion, will be the effect 
upon public sentiment, especially European 
public sentiment, of the assassination of the 
chief officer of the World’s Fair city ?’’ 

“ Well, it will be very much the same senti- 
ment as will be felt in other parts of the 
United States, because the electric wire con- 
veyed to all parts of Europe a full, clear, and 
succinct statement of the nature of the assas- 
sination, and informed all Europe that it was 
not political; that it was not anarchical; that 
it was not party spirit, because he was strick- 
en down by one of his own party retainers

measure or principle. But possibly the critics

The Irish became 
enthusiastic Harrison supporters; the French, 
wno had previously been mostly Republi- 
cans, were drawn into same 
mass of retainers; and the increasing ele- 
mentof Polesand Bohemians were secured 
from the outset, and have since voted solidly 
for Harrison and the Democratic ticket. He 
also absorbed the Italian element almost to 
the last man; and, strangest thing of all, he 
broke into the negro vote, which had previous- 
ly been solidly Republican, so that at the last 
election possibly more than half of them voted 
for him, while the last three times that he was 
a candidate he receiveda large minority of 
the colored vote; yet they nce vote the Re. 
publican ticket at Presidential ‘elections, 
though supporting Harrison on the Democratic 
ticket at municipal elections. 


Faith in His Star. 


“Harrison announced himself as a candi- 
date for Mayor during the World’s Fair year 
more than twelve months in advance. He 
told me in Pasadena, when he was over here 
a year and a half ago, that he intended to be 
a candidate for Mayor during the World’s 
Fair year; that it was the height of his ambi- 
tion, and that he believed himself better 
pyre for the discharge of the duties of the 

ayorality during that period than any other 
man the City of Chicago, by 
reason of his previous long ex- 

rience in the duties of the office, 
is knowledge of the world acquired from 
foreign travel,a liberal education, and his 
natural aptitude for addressing the public on 
his feet. And generally he deemed himself 
peculiarly fitted for the discharge of the du- 
ties of the office, and believed he was the only 
man who was qualified who could afford to 
run, as all the really able available men in 
the city were full of their own business, or 
were connected with the Fair in such a way 
that they could not take or any other official 
duties; that he was at leisure; that he was not 
actively employed in anything iinportant. He 
said to:mein his jocular, pleasant manner: 
** You know, Medill, that Iam the best quali- 
fied man for that position in Chicago, and that I 
will fulfill its duties better than anybody else 
that can be had out of either party; and there 
isn’t anybody in the city that can beat me if 
I am nominated for the office.’ I admitted, 
while not agreeing with him particuiarly, 
that he many very useful and ac- 
ceptable qualitications for the place and had 
no doubt that he could secure it if he was de- 
termined to have it. 


The Last Contest. 


“His only competitor was a prominent 
German, Washington Hesing, who had been 
Harrison’s strongest supporter in the active 
fight of two years preceding, when Hemp- 
stead Washburn was elected and 
Cregier beaten. This Washington Hes- 
ing had been Carter Harri- 
son’s most active and influential supporter ; and 
he insisted on being a candidate, because the 
powerful German element of the city, he said, 
should have the Mayoralty, as they had never 
had it before; that the time had come when 
they ought to have that recognition. Har- 
ris.n couldn’t see it in that light; he wanted 
Hesing to withdraw and come in later, and 
they entered upon a very severe partisan 
strife for the nomination. It was desperately 
contested, the Irish rallying to the support of 
Harrison almost solidly, and the great mass of 
the Germans to the support of Hesing. The 
American Democratic element, however, su 
ported Harrison, and it ended in Harrison's 
being nominated by a large majority in the 
convention, and Hesing refusing to support 
him. There was no Republican who desired 
to make the race, and, until within a few days 
before the election, no Republican could be 
induced to accept the nomination. Finally, 
however, Samuel Allerton, one of the large 
beef and pork packers of the city, voluriteered 
torun against Harrison. There was a very 
lively fight. The campaign only lasted a 
week or ten days. A great many/Gerwtans 
angered at the defeat of Hesing, supported 
Allerton, and many thousand Republicans, 
believing that Harrison was the better quali- 
fied man for the Mayoralty during the World's 
Fair, voted for him—15,000 or 20,000 of 
them—and the result of the election was 
Harrison was carried in by more than 20,000 
majority, the largest majority he had ever re- 
ceived. 

** He took the office a few days before the 
Fair was officially opened last May, and from 
that day until the day of his assasaination he 
devoted himself night and day to the duties of 
the Mayoralty in all its departments. He had 
10,000 offices to take away from the Repub- 
licans and to distribute among his retainers, 
and, of course, there were many more want- 
ing office disappointed. He met his death at 
the hands of one of the disappointed. Like 
Azwct@n, who rudely surprised Diana at the 
bath, he was devoured by one of his own dogs. 


His Methods and Speeches. 


‘Harrison told me in my last interview 
with him in my office in Chicago two or three 
days before I started for Los Angeles that he 
had, since the Fair opened six months pre- 
viously, made over two hundred addresses, 
speeches, and responses of varying length, 
and that, with two or three exceptions, he had 
never given more than five or ten minutes’ 

revious thought to what he would say before 
he stcod upon his feet tospeak; that he might 
say that all his addresses had been impromptu. 
He gave as a reason that, first, he hadn’t 
time from his other manifold duties to 
sit down and prepare such_= speeches; 
and, secondly, he did not want them to be so 
long asaset speech naturally would grow 
when prepared with a pen; and, thirdly, he 
thought an impromptu speech, made’ upon 
the ideas gathered from the surroundings and 
inspirations of the moment, would sound bet- 
ter to his hearers than if it were more formal, 
because if prepared beforehand it would be 
colder, and would ‘smell too much of the 
midnight oil.’ He said he abominated a 
speech that smelled that way, unless it was a 
speech delivered by a young man at a college 
commencement; that he made no lon 
speeches ; that he thought none had exceed 
fifteen minutes in length, and the most 
of them were embraced within five or ten, 
which he thought long enough for Any, pubic 
speech on an occasion of that sort, e had 
spoken before the President and his Cabinet 
when they opened the Fuir, on the first week. 
He had spoken before a majority of the Gov- 
ernors, and perhaps the greater number of the 
members of Congress; before the learned so- 
cieties, the scientific societies, art societies, 
and the religious bodies, and on evéry human 
topic that has been discussed during the six 
months. He had beencalled upon, he be- 
lieved, to open. without exception, allof the 
conventions, parliaments, and congresses held 
at the Fair, and had tried to say something 
appropriate, and that his friends -would 
not be ashamed of. He said that in addition 
to that he had presided at neariy every meet- 
ing of the Common Council, had written 
some scores of vetoes,sent in many mes- 
sages, and had taken an active part in all the 
duties of the office aside from his work at the 
Fair; he had studied some of the hardest 

roblems that the City Government was deal- 
ing with; had disposed of pretty much all the 
patronage thatfell to the Mayor, and had 
made all the changes that he intended to

make in his administration. He said he was’

Going Back with the Story.

Recollections of Forty Years. 


acquaintance with him extended over 
oft nearly forty, years. - arrived in 
a few months after Id 

from the blue-grass région of Kentucky, a 
young, Vigorous, hearty, rosy-cheeked man, 
asl remember him, fond of riding horse- 
back in the city, and wearing a Southern soft 
slouch hat. engaged in real 6state. He 
brought some money with him from Ken- 
tucky and entered updén the purchase of acre 
property in the suburbs, which afterward, by 
holding it, made him very wealthy, as the city 
extended all over his acre property, which he 
cut up into lots and either sold at good prices 
or built houses upon them, which the estate 


has today. 

“The city then contained but 50,000 in- 
habitants, being hardly two-thieds of the pres- 
ent population of Los Angeles, and possessed 
enormously less beauty and evidences of civ- 
ilization and iacilities of communication and 
comfort; yet even then it was an active, stir- 
ring, pushing place, and, though crude, gave 
many indications of itg future growth. Har- 
rison was frequently heard prophesying, back 
in the ‘ fifties,’ that before the end of this 
century Chicago would surpess Cincinnati and 
St. Louis and exceed half a million of inhab- 
itants; and he confideatly expected to live to 
see it. He did live to behold three times that 
population seven years before the termination 
of the century, and ruled as Mayor over a city 
three times the size of St. uis and four 
times that of Cincinnati, < 

**He was a shrewd, able man in business 
matters and committed but few errors of 
judgment in his financial deali He left 
an estate worth between $1,000,000 and 
$2,000,000, and enjoyed an income from his 
investments of probably $100,000 a year. 
He spent'a good deal of money in acts of 
benevolence and in assisting partisan friends. 
though he seldom signed notes ag security for 
people. He told me that when he did he gen- 
erally had to pay the note, and always it made 
an enemy of the man he befriended. 

‘In early life he was'a Henry Clay Whig, 
and so continued till the dissolution of that 
party in 1854, when he|joined the Democrats, 
though he never subscribed to their free trade 
doctrines, but remained a protectionist till 
his death, 


Believed in State Sovereignty. 


‘* He gave me, as a réason for turning Dem- 
ocrat, and voting agaimst Fremont, Lincoln 
Grant, and others, that* he belieyed in State 
sovereignty, and was' opposed to national 
centralism,’ as he called national;sovereignty. 
Ilasked him how he vould t® a consistent 
Union man during the Rebellion War if the 
States were sovereign, and, consequently, had 
the right) to secede, as) on his doctrine it was 
unconstitutional to coerce ‘sovereigns back 
into the Union. He avoided the point of the 
question, and replied that if the Abolition Re- 
publican party had not/assailed the Southern 
slavery institution:and elected Ligcoln on the 
issue that a ‘ house divided against itself can- 
not stand,’ and that the Union must be all one 
thing or the other dn slavery, the South 
would not have secetled, and there would 
have been no civil wae, 

‘IT called him a Calhoun-Jeff Davis dis- 
union man and he fetorted that I wasa 
‘Hamiltonian-Abe Lincoln centtalizationist.’ 
The fact was that Mr. Harrison was reared in 
a slave-holding family and in a ‘ peculiar in- 
stitution’ community, and the virus of slavery 
was in his blood. He had his strong sym- 
eee for the slave-holding South in spite of 

is Union sentiments, Few men’are superior 
to their environments) in their ideas, senti- 
ments, and prejudices. | 

** | observed that during the war period 
Harrison was considered one of the active 
Democratic ward politicians, and, while pro- 
fessing to be a Union man, was a pretty bit- 
ter Democrat. That my recollection of 
him, and he sprang into notoriety immedi- 
ately after the great fire of 1871, when he 
took an active part in the work of restoration. 
He was elected a member of the County 
Board. He made himself useful as 
well as. conspicuous in that trying pe- 
riod of the city’s ‘history. He served 
four y in Congress. between’ that period 
and his first election to the Muyoralty. Pre- 
vious to the fire I only remember him as an 
active’ citizen in private life, engaged in real 
estate, building houses, dividing up lands into 
lots, and making pleasant and rather happy 
reed on public occasions and banquets. 

hat struck me a n personally 
was, first, a wonderf fine physique. He 
was one of the most perfect physical samples | 
ofaman that I ever saw. He seemed to 
bea man that had never known an hour’s 
illness. He had enormous activity. -He was 
a stranger to fatigue. He was always in good 
humor; not always’ , but always in a 

mood, excitable, he came 
very readily, mot peem to be a 
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lossal egotism. 
and speeches that 
ego was manifest, he made himself the 
center of all his conversations with any- 
body and on every subject; and yet it was 
done in a way that seemed be uncon- 
scious and not unpleasant; and while I 
have heard him h s of times extol 
himself, or what would seem, in another, like 
extolling himself, I have never feit offended 
at it,and never heard that anybody was of- 
fended atit. His friends all noticed it; they 
would laugh or smile about it, and called it 
‘Carter Harrisonia,’.but it offended nobody, 
and insuited nobody, nor made any one en- 
vious or angry, and yet it was always pres- 
ent and never hidden, He never pretended to 
be humble or modest, never held himself in 
the rear or in the shdde. It was always big I 
— Big Injun Me’—and yet it was not offen- 
sively done. 

How He Believed in “ Me,” 

‘Harrison considered himself, at least 
from the time of his second election as May- 
or, and after he had spent a term or two in Con- 
gress, capable of holding any public position 
in the gift of the American ple which they 
might be induced to conferupon him. He 
regarded himself as amply capable for the 
Governorship or the Presidency. He ran for 
Governor the same year that Blaine ran for 
President. He stumped the State thoroughly 
and vigorously againgt the most popular man 
we had in Illinois at the time, Gen. Oglesby, 
and actually cut down Ogiesby’s majority 
12,000 in a bitterly-couducted Gubernatorial 
cam paign. 

* The most of the gain, however, was in the 
City of Chicago. Most of Harrison’s success, 
I think, in life turned on this very egotism 
which I have referred’'to, his boundless faith 
in himself, He was a courageous man, I think 
morally and physically courageous, 


‘He Ran with “The Gang.” 


‘* While he catered, as it was thought by a 
great many people, altogether too much to 
the evil elernents of society and didn’t hold a 
hard enough rein on those disposed to violate 
the law and the city ordinances, at the same 
time he braved the displeasure of the moral 
and respectable classes. defied them 
and justified and defended his course. 
Much of his defense consisted of say- 
ing that it was impossible to maké men 
moral by law, or even seemingly so, if they 
didn’t want to be, as that was the business of 
the preachers, and that it was useless to try to 
stop public gambling, places of evil resort, 
confidence games, and the swindling of peo-* 
ple that would be going on. He justified him- 
self by saying that these things could not be 
done by ordinance, and it was only the hypo- 
critical classes that claimed that they could 
be done.”’ 

The Deluded Masses. 


‘*What has been the condition of the labor- 
ing classes of Chicago under Harrison’s sev- 
eral administrations, as compared with their 
condition under the administrations of other 
Mayors? Have they ever received any prac- 
tical benefits from his election?” 

‘*None whatever. They were flattered, 
pleased, and wheedled by being coddied, bat 
no industria] gvod ever came to them from 
Harrison’s election; the only result was the 
redistribution of the offices and the putting of 
the municipal machinery into the hands of 
Harrison’s supporters,” 

‘To what extent is that class composed of 
aliens?”’ 

‘*It is nearly all composed of foreigners, 
naturalized and unnaturalized, including few 
Americans or people who sympathized with 
the American public in those things. Un- 
fortunately you can say the majority of the 
voters of the city are not to the manner born; 
the native Americans are in the minority. 

‘Among the striking characteristics of, Har- 
rison were, I would say, courage, persistence, 
and audacity. He was as tenacious of purpose 
as a bulldog, and never would let go. He 
would accom piish his end or know the reason 
why he couldn’t. His fine health and physical 
strength enabled him to incur fatigue without 
damage to himself. He would make a polit- 
ical yon yn that iam kill “~ common 
man come out of’ kapperee as hearty 
and well as when he went 


A Magnetic Man, as the Term Goes, 


‘* He made friends among strangers very 
rapidly. He had a wonderful faculty of im- 
pressing himself on people and attaching peo- 
ple to him at first sight, and F suppose he 
might be termed a magnetic nan in the po- 
litical sense of that term, and fairly entitled 
to that credit. I have heard some charge him 
with not being true to his friends, but I think 
as politics goes that the charge was hardly a 
fair one. My observation was that he stood 
by those who stood by him and exchanged the 
favors that it was in his power to grant. 

** He became quite offended with Mr. Cleve- 
land. He thought the President treated him 
badly after his first election. Harrison al- 
ways claimed that he, as delegate to the Na- 
tional convention, was largely influential in 
securing Cleveland’s nomination, and that 
Cleveland requited him ungratefully and 
never gave him credit for the important and 
essential work that he had accomplished for 
him; that he received no official recognition 
at his hands, and no thanks, and he was very 
sore and never hesitated to tell people about 
it. He poured into my listening ears the 
‘ tale of woe’ two or three times, but still he 
didn’t exhibit revengeful feelings. While he 
spoke bitterly he did not speak threateningly. 


Senatorial Hopes. 


‘‘Harrison expected confidently to be the 
successor of Sheiby M. Cullom in the United 
States Senate after 1894. His belief was that 
the Democrats would carry the Legislature 
next year at the election, as they have an 
enormous advantage in the apportionment of 
members of the Legislature under the recent 
Democratic gerrymander made for such pur- 
pose—made to secure a Senatorship in a Re- 
publican State—and Harrison had no doubt 
whatever that he would secure the elec- 
tion pf Senator. I asked him the pointed 
question at my last interview with him, 
two days before I left Chicago, whether 
he expected to defeat Gov. Altgeld, who 
is also a Known candidate for the same office. 
He answered me in this way: ‘It’s too far 
ahead to speculate upon, but Altgeld ought 
not to be a candidate. His Gubernatorial 
term will have only half expired when the 
Senatorial election takes place, whereas my 
Mayoralty will have expired and I will again 
be a private citizen.’ * Well,. then,’ I said, 
‘you think that Altgeld ought to remain in 
and fill out his term?’ He replied: ‘I do.’ 
‘Well, then,’ I said, ‘you intend after you get 
through with the hard labors of this office to 
take a long and quiet vacation in the ‘* House 
of Lords,’ I suppose, for six years?’ ‘ Well,’ 
he said,’ ‘it isa quiet place. It’s not hard to 
fill nowadays (emphasizing the ‘ nowadays.’) 

His Broken-Off Marriage. 


“Tsaid, ‘It will be a pleasant place for 
that young wife of yours to spend your win- 
ters in Washington.’ And I added, ‘ By the 
way, Harrison, when are you going to be mar- 
ried?’ ‘QO,’ he says, ‘in ten days, and lam 
going to send you cards, and I am sorry you 
won't be present at my wedding.’ ‘ Well,’ I 
said, ‘I will drink a glass of champagne to the 
happy occasion if will tell me at about what 
hour in the day it will come off.” So he men- 
tioned the time.’ I said, *‘ Where are you go- 
mg to spend your honeymoon?’ and he said, 
‘U, I suppose at-home,’ at his residence on 
Ashland avenue. 

** I said, * You had better come over to Los 
Angeles and bring your young wife along and 
spend your honeymoon. You have a great 
many triends over there and you will be nice- 
ly treated. The lady will be greatly pleased 
at the reception she will meet, I am quite 
sure.’ * Well,’ he says, ‘I will speak to her 
about it.’..

He said he couldn’t leave the city anyway, he

There are no other great, popular, overshad- 
owing personages in the Democratic party now 
in sight above the horizon, and you

strong men, I know, but no one equal to him;

While they disliked his actions ina good many 
respects, and t ht that he hadn’t enough 
conscience—that high moral motives in _ 
were too feeble—at the same time, while they 
regretted it, they liked Harrison.

To hundreds and hun- 
dreds of his friends and acquaintances he 
made it understood that he belonged to one 
of the great historic families in the United 
Stutes; that there ran in his veins the purest 
and most patriotic crimson fluid; that the 
Harrisons of whom he was a descendant had 
furnished two Presidents that the world was 
not ashamed of; that the Harrisons had fur- 
nished several Governors—Governors in Vir- 

inia in old colonial times, and Governors in 

hio; that a Harrison had signed the 
Declaration of Independence—either a grand- 
father or a granduncle of his, I have for- 
otten which he said—and fought in the 
volution; that the whole Harrison blood 
were patriots and Americans to the core; that 
they were alla big-brained family and men 


‘of high purposes, any of them scholars, and 


none of them knaves or fools; that there 
wasn’t a spot on the escutcheons of any of 
them; that his family tree, he thought, was 
the largest and finest fainily tree in the United 
States, not even excepting the Adams tree, 
and he said they would ‘size up’ with any 
family that came over either in the May- 
flower or any other ship.”

FAIR MEDAL CASTS GO TO THE MINT. 


Work on Them Will Be Pushed There=— 
Many Diplomas Ready Now. 

Wasuinaton, D.C., Nov. 7.—[Special.]— 
Several months will elapse before the Colum- 
bian Exposition medals will be ready for dis- 
tribution, the plaster cast models having just 
been sent to the mint at Philadelphia. Artist 
St.Gaudens has been taking his time about the 
matter of furnishing a description of the de- 
sign adopted for these medals, which are 
three and a half inches in circumference. 
Upon the obverse is a bust of Columbus and 
on the reverse is a representation of a chubby- 
faced boy typical of youth and energy. 
Diplomas for exhibiters already have been 
printed and many of them have been signed 
and in the course of a few days will be for- 
warded to the Exposition anthorities for dis- | 
tribution. Meanwhile the work of engraving 
and completing other details on the medals 
will be pushed as rapidly as possible at the 
Philadelphia mint and when completed they 
will be sent to the agents of the exhibiters by 
the Exposition management. 


TRAINS IN THE COURT OF HONOR, 


Work of Destruction at the Fair Is Pro- 
gressing Rapidly. 

Three hundred men were engaged by the « 
Department of Transportation yesterday in 
moving exhibits from Jackson Park., The 
general manager’s office is daily thronged 
with an increasing multitude 
wish to get away at once. While there is still 
a great show in the buildings the destruction’ 
is hourly augmented. Yesterday for the first 
time locomotives and trains of cars were run 
through the Court of Honor and to the annex 
of the Agricultural Building. There was a 
constant aggregation of teams, and demoli- 
tion went on rapidly. The Siemens &. Halske 
people began tearing out the arc lamps which 
they have about the grounds, and ‘the Weat- 
inghouse people had a force of men moving 
incandescent lamps. The government had a 
tender and workmen tearing out the line of 
electric buoys which during the summer 
months lighted the water road between Van 
Buren street and Jackson Park.

Chicage Great Western Did Poorly. 

The annual report of the Chicago Great West- 
ern railway company for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1893, has been issued. It shows that 
gross earnings were $5,083,014; operating ex- 
penses, $3,955,175; net earnings, $1,127,839. 
Gross earnings increased 1.16 per cent; wuperat 
ing expenses, 7.03 per cent; and net earnings de 
creased 20.60 per cent, a@s compared with 
those of the previous year. The ratio of 
operating expenses to gross earnings was 77.81 
per cent, against 72.03 per cent in 1892. Freight 
earnings increased 1.74 per cent and passenger 
edrnings 1.16 per cent. uring the year $417,- 
000 was spent for additions and improvements, 
including $82,000 for bridges and culverts, $49,- 
000 for improvements in rolli stock, $45,000 
for ties, and $33,000 for new buildings. Owing 
to the money stringency no market could be 
found for $2,000,000 4 per cent debenture stock, 
but a loan of $400,000 was negotiated in Lon- 
don on the notes of the company secured by this 
stock.

has existed between the honest settlers and 
the men who have been after gov- 
rnment land under the provisions of the 
timber and stone acts.

Complaint 
was made to the General Land Commis- 
sioner, who suspended final proof in the cases 
involved until further instructions. The ques- 
tion raised wagat the time regarded-as a di- 
rect conflict between the timber men and the 
settlers,and the instructions teceived yesterday 
to the effect that the declaratory statements 
received by mail are not to be considered 
legal are looked upon as a_ victory 
for the lumbermen. The settler is put 
upon the defensive and must not 
only appear as a contestor with the burden of 
proof, but must continue hig residence during 
the period of litigation. Great indignation is 
expressed here at the action of Commissioner 
Lamoreaux, and there is likély to be open war 
between the settlers and the explorers ¢w- 
loyed by the lumbermen.

RATES ON FARM RISKS ARE OON- 
SIDERED TOO LOW. 


Vermont Charges on this Class of Risks 
Have Been Doubled — Good. Business 
“ Reported by the Caledonian=—A New 
York Law, Passed Last Season, Fails to 
Give Satisfaction—Streator Paper Lays 


the Law Down to Companies=Members 


of the Local Board to Be Disciplined. 


There is a general movement throughout the 
country toward higher rates on farm property 
risks. The business of writing farm property, 
for a variety of reasons, has not proved profit- 
able. The rates possibly have been too low and 
the better risks are undoubtedly eulled out by 
local mutual farmers’ companies. The New En- 
giand Exchange, representing the stock com- 
panies doing business in Vermont, has brought 
that State into line on an advance. The follow- 
ing rates have been promulgated: 

One per cent for one year, 1% per cent for two 
years, and 2 per cent for three years. It also 
voted that no policies shall be written for a longer 
term re three years. 

The new rates are just double the present tariffs. 
These rates do not. bind the mutual companies in 
Vermont, of which there are but two.

THE ELECTION OF GARY. ad 


The voters of this city and county have done 
well. They have earned their Thanksgiving 
dinners. Gov. Altgeld has had the answer to 
his pardon message. Chicago and Cook Coun- 
ty, which have about a third of the voting 


| population of the State, have repudiated the 


Governor and his policy. The verdict of 1887 
against anarchy has been repeated. 

A year ago Altgeid had 36,000 majority in 
this county. He imagined that it could not 
be shaken and that it gave him permission to 
doanything. Relying on that majority he 
pardoned the Anarchists ‘“‘as an act of 
justice,’’ and he wrote his pardon message, in 
which he attacked Judge Gary, the State and 
Federal Supreme Courts, and the citizens of 
Chicago who had voted their approval of the 
Anarchist trial. 

In order that he might secure a direct in- 
dorsement of his action he made the Demo- 
cratic party refuseeto renominate Judge Gary 
and to put on the ticket instead of him an ac- 
knowledged favorer of the pardon of the An- 
archists. He foreed the game. He compelled 
the voters to choose between Gary and Brown- 
Altgeld. They have done so. That there 
might be no doubt in the public mind that 
the contest was one between himself and 
Judge Gary the Governor first took the charge 
of the campaign out of the hands of the reg- 
ular agencies of the Democratic party and 
placed it in those of his Socialist and Anarch- 
ist friends. And finally he came here and 
took supreme charge himself. 

Last might he heard from the voters to 
whom he had appealed for vindication. Per- 
haps the thick hide .which has not been 
pierced by the unanimous vote of censure of 
the press and the legal profession of the 
United States was not thick enough to protect 
him last night when he saw his majority of 
36,000 turned into a minority, and read 
returns the title of which was “The Passing 
of Altgeld.”’ No hopes of the Senate for a 
man repudiated thus, No future political 
preferment of any kind for a man 
whose own city and county have repu- 


diated him on an issue deliberately raised by- 


him and submitted for their decision. Under 
the circumstances he ought to resign. 

With this defeat of the disorganizing classes 
of society which strove to depose Judge Gary 
and replace him witha man picked out by 
Altgeld, they ought to cease their attempts to 
get this city to change front on the Anarchist 
question. The sympathizers with Spies and 
Parsons had much outside strength this time. 
Through their friend Altgeld they succeeded 
in getting « partial control of the Democratic 
party. The decent elements of that organiza- 
tion repudiated the sale, but those who do not 
know how to vote a mixed ticket voted for the 
Democratic candidates. 

And yet the effort failed. The workingmen 
would not be cheated. All the Democrats 
would not be sold out. And the socialistic 
gang has been routed again as it was six years 
ago when it made the first attack on Gary. 

The people of the United States who have 
been alarmed least Chicago might indorse 
anarchy and the destructive doctrines of Alt- 
geld’s message will take notice that nothing 
of the sort has been done, but that on a test 
vote this city has said to Gary “* Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant,” and has sent 
Altgeld into outermost political darkness. 
Off goes the Governor, with his mob of Social- 
ists, Anarchists, single-taxers, and office-hold- 
ing tools at his heels, 

The right has triumphed.- The people have 
shown that they can be trusted. They have 
still faith in their judiciary, in spite of the 
malignant assaults of the Governor upon it. 
They still believe in a government of law 
and not of license. 

And so three cheers for Judge Gary’s elec- 
tion, because he is a learned, faithful, trust- 
worthy Judge, but three times three cheers 
for his election because his defeat would have 
involved more than the 1oss of a good Judge, 
for it would have meant the triumph of law- 
lessness, of misrule, of personal malice and 
hate. 


THE RESULT IN COOK COUNTY, 

Returns received up to midnight from over 
500 of the 800 precincts of the city indicate 
that Judge Gary has been reélected Judge of 
the Superior Court of Cook County by at least 
5,000 majority over the highest candidate 
named by the Democrats for the same office. 
There is not much doubt either as 
to the election of eight other Republican 
judicial candidates—Messrs. Sears, Blanke, 
Hanecy, Gibbons, Smith, Burke, Freeman, 
and Chetlain, J. Henry Kraft runs far behind 
the other candidates on the ticket and is prob- 
ably beaten by John Barton Payne, one of the 


Democratic nominees, who runs ahead of his” 


associates. 


George Struckman appears to be 
elected President of the County Board, 
and so also are some of the Repub- 
lican County Commissioner candidates 
in the city districts. It would not be at all 
surprising if all of them are elected. The re- 
turns for the First Ward alone are complete 
at this writing. Judge Gary gets within 40 
votes of Mr. Showalter in that ward, while 
the Democratic candidates generally get 
about 140 majority. As far as can now 
be ascertained the MRepublicans carry 
the Second, Third, Fourth, Seventh, 


Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, 


Seventeenth, Twentieth, Twenty-first, Twenty- 
third, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth, Twenty- 
seventh, Twenty-eighth, Thirtieth, Thirty- 
first, Thirty-second, and Thirty-fourth Wards. 
The Democrats get large majorities in the 
Eighth Ward, where the Bohemians voted 


Democratic wards the majorities fell off from 
those of last spring and last fall. The Repub- 
lican wards, on the other hand, improved 
their position and gave increased majorities. 
The result insures improved government 
for this county and an excellent judiciary. 


THE TURN IN THE TIDE. | 

The country has had eight months of Dem- 
ocratic government and is dissatisfied with 
the dose. Were it in the power of the voters 
the verdict of last November would be re- 
called and a Republican President would be 
in the White House anda Republican Con- 
gress in the Capitol. The voters were told 
last year what the consequences of a Demo- 
cratic victory would be. They declined to be- 
lieve what they were told. They are of a dif- 
ferent opinion now. They said they were 
ready to try free trade then: They say now 
that they are not for it when its shadow is 
upon them. | | 

Last year Ohio gave Harrison a plurality of 
a thousand. The issue this year was free trade 
versus protection. The Democrats put up as 
their candidate the author of the free trade 
planks of the Chicago platform. The Repub- 
licans nominated McKinley. Ohio has given 
him a rousing’majority. That State is not in 
favor of sucha tariff as the Committee on 
Ways and Means meant to draft. A 

New York, which gave Cleveland 45,500 
majority, has elected the Republican State 
ticket. Judge Maynard is the worstbeaten 
Democrat, because of his share in the theft of 
the Legislature from the Republicans a year 
ago, but thegreat underlying cause of the 
general Democratic defeat is the loss of faith 
in Democratic pledges and the growing con- 
viction that that party does not know how to 
rule. 

Free trade was the great issue in Massachu- 
setts, and the workingmen of that State, who 
elected a Detnocratic Governor last year, have 
elected a Republican now. In the light of 
closed factories and reduced wages the situa- 
tion seems different from what it was last 
year. They are not prepared to give up their 
high protection wages. 

After having hada Democratic Governor 
for four years Iowa has elected ‘a Republican. 
Boies gives way to Jackson. The Iowans are 
no more ready to indorse the “ revenue 
tariff ’ policy of the Democrats than are the 
more Eastern States, The Republicans have 
the Legislature and will save a Senatorial 
seat. Their victory was due in part to the 
fact that they cut loose from prohibition, but 
chiefly to disgust with the Democracy. 

New Jersey did not elect State officers, but 
the Legislature has been carried by the Repub- 
licans. It has been for some years under 
Democratic control and has become intolera- 
bly corrupt. For local as well as for national 
reasons the New Jersey voters were eager to 
rebuke the Democrats. Pennsylvania gives, 
as might be expected, increased Republican 
majorities. 

The Democrats carry Maryland and Ken- 
tucky as a matter of course. They have also 
carried Virginia by a heavy majority over the 
Populists. Inasmuch as this is a deteat of 
the bad money element in the State the Re- 


‘publicans, who had no ticket of their own in 


the field, will be gratified by the result. It is 
an indication that the free silverites are losing 
ground in the South, where the influence of 
Virginia will have much weight. The South- 
ern Democrats who voted for free silver will 
find that they put themselves on the wrong 
side. 

The great lesson of the elections in the 
Northern States is that it will not be safe for 
the Democrats to fool with the tariff now that 
the voters are beginning to see what the aban- 
donment of protection means. Illinois would 
not indorse today the tariff plank it did last 
year. Yesterday’s vote will be fulf of mean- 
ing for the Northern Democratic Representa- 
tives. When they meet next month they will 
bear it in mind if they want to be sent back 
to Washington in 1894. 


EXIT THE NATIONAL COMMISSION.

It never 
has failed to be in evidence when it was 
needed, and the banquets which it has eaten 
and over which its Chairman has presided 
forever would have ruined the digestions of 
any others but National Commissioners.

The State has been in the hands of a party 
which favors the free coinage of silver, so that 
under the forms of law creditors may be de- 
prived of half what is due them, and also 
wants the government to issue fiat money in 
illimitable quantities so that old debts may 
be paid off forafewcents on the dollar. 
While the Populists have not been able to get

campaign that, if elected, there would be no 
foreclosures in his court against a Kansas 
farmer, 

Populist rule is the greatest calamity Kan- 
sas ever has known. It is impossible to get 
any one at the East now to touch a Kansas 
loan. That State has hurt its credit at a mo- 
ment when it had the greatest need of it. The 
farmers in the arid regions of Kansas have 
had hard times. They have suffered from 
frequent droughts.

pursued a different policy are withheld. The 
lenfler wants his money and the farmér can- 
net borrow it from some one else, for 
the supply of incoming money for new invest- 
ment has been cut off almost totally. 

Until the people of Kansas turn the Popu- 
lists out of office and put in men who say they 
believesin honest money and the honest pay- 
ment of debts, and until the laws which make 
the collection of debts almost impossible have

that State for investment. As u consequence 
the innocent will suffer along with the guilty.

The 
real Champignol is subjected to a hair-cutting 
process meant to be inflicted upon his counter- 
feit, which by successive stages transforms his 
head into the conventional  billiard-ball, 
while the latter suffers untold punishment in 
the camp dungeon which is intended for the artist. 
Redrawing of the Captain’s portrait by the mas- 
querading artist was an exceedingly amusing bit 
of business, Other similar features could easily 
be pointed out. The detracting feature was the 
race-horse speed with which the players dashed 
through their lines. A great part of the dialogue 
was made unintelligible on that account. and the 
auglience was forced to rely upon the action for 
understanding.

Mrs. Elise Frank died yesterday at hey 
home, No, 2522 Michigan avenue, at the 
of 81 years. She led a quiet life, the like of 
which has fallen to few, in that she rose from 
penury to fortune, much of which she 
modestly expended in charities. At the time 
of herdeath she was rated as one of the 
wealthiest widows in Chicago. The amount 
is placed far above $2,000,000. The funeral 
will take place today at 1:30 p.m: from the: 
residence. Dr. Hirsch of Sinai Temple and 
Dr. Moses of the Thirty-third Street Temple 
will officiate. 

(Mrs. Frank was a sister of Michael Reese,

Reese Hospital and of other charitable 
institutions. He brought the family over from 
Bavaria. They were a rthen. The family 
story is interesting. Michael Reese came over 
when he was 20 years old. He was a poor tanner 
He worked for a time as a laborer on the streets 
of Baltimore, worked for cheap wages in Vir. 
ginia, went to California as a pioneer, and 
amassed a colossal fortune. It was the dream of 
his life to bring his four sisters and two adopted 
sisters to America and have them live in one city 
so as to be near each other. Finally the three 
unmarried sisters were induced tocome to Chi.

The Riffians approached to within 
900 yards of them and then opened fire, 
forcing them to stop their work and flee to 
the town for safety. The Riffians would prob- 
ably have destroyed the boats and pontoons 
along the shore hadjnot most of the fire from 
the town been turn@d in that direction, hold- 

-jng-them in check at that point.. The Riffians 
were ensconced behind rocks and anything 
that would afford them shelter. They kept up 
aconstant fireupon the town; which was al- 
most completely invested by them on the land 


e. 

At night further endeavors were made. to 

disembark the horses and other supplies from 

the steamer. ‘The electric light was used, but 
it was soon found that this afforded the Rif- 
fiansan excellent opportunity to pick off the 
Spaniards. Their fire was redoubled and the 
work had to stop. Convoys despatched with 
rations and watér to the outlying forts are in

ONE THOUSAND DEAD AT SANTANDER. 


Later Particulars Touching the’ Dreadful 
E Explosion of Dynamite, 

_Mgprip, Nov. 7.—The latest details con- 
cerning the terrible disaster at Santander 
Friday last show that the ntmber of dead, 
missing, and wounded is fully 1,000. The 


' scenes everywhere in the vicinity of where the 


destruction was wrought by the exploding 
dynamite are sad in the extreme. 
There is no doubt that many of 
the dead will never be _ identified. 
Among the bodies interred yesterday was the 
headless and mutilated remains of the Mar- 
quisde Pomba. Many of the fragments of 
bodies found in the vicinity of the quay were 
buried ina common grave. The divers who 
were employed to ‘recover the bodies in 
the bay have been so appalled at 
the number of the dead and _ the 
gcewsome appearance of -.the corpses 
that they have refused to continue their 
work, and now men in boats with grappling 
irons are employed in searching for the dead 
who were blown into the bay by the explo- 
sion. 

Sefior Loriga, a Spanish naval officer who 
escaped, says he remembers hearing a‘terrific 
roar and then he fell, half stunned, under a 
cart. He does not doubt that the vehicle 
saved his life, for as he fell a shower of rails, 
bars, joists, and other wreckage passed 
through the air where he had been standing, 
mowing down the spectators like grass. The 
Cabo Machicaco for an instant was lifted 
clean out of the water. The forward part of 
her hull warped about and curved toward the 
stern, and, falling back into the bay, she 
sank. Sefior Loriga adds that when he re- 
gained full possession of his senses he found 
the dead and dying lying around him in 
every direction. Buildings alang the 


water front had been wrecked, and as 


he looked he saw a number of them tottering 
as the frightened inmates, with terror pict- 
ured on their faces, sought to make their es- 
cape. In some cases they had almost reached 
places of safety when hundreds of tons of 
stone and bricks came toppling upon them, 
and their cries of fear were suddenly 
hushed beneath the débris. The air 
was momentarily darkened with clouds of 
dust, and then long tongues of flame ascend- 
ed from the wrecked buildings, andina few 
minutes the whole water front in the vicinity 
of the scene of the explosion wasa mass of 
fire. Men, women, and children, frantic with 
fear, ran aimlessly to and fro, crying, scream- 
ing, ‘and wringing their hands _heip- 
lessly, The panic, terrible in its intensity, 
lasted for hours, and when the people realized 
the fuil extent of the disaster that had be- 
fallen them they were paralyzed. During the 
night the ghouls that infest every city sneaked 
about the ruins, stripping the dead and 
wounded of their clothing and valuables.

OPINIONS EXPRESSED IN CHICAGO, 


Commander at Amapnala Is Helieved to 
Have Been Overzealous, 

Chicago men interested in Honduras do 
not believe that President Vasquez ordered 
his men to fire on the United States flag. 
They are inclined to think the incident was 
due tothe bad judgment of Commissioner 
Villila, commandant of the Port of Amapala. 
President Vasquez has now been President of 
Honduras for six months, which: is a long 
term of office for that country of semi-month- 
ly revolutions. Before going to Honduras he 
was for sixteen or eighteen years on the floor 
of the London Stock Exchange ahd is a man 
of experience in affairs. It was thought 
when, as General of the Honduras army, he 


overthrew President Leiva that Honduras 


had at last a government which was likely to 
endure. Vasquez surrounded himself with 
English-speaking officials and did all in his 
power to encourage and promote railroad and 
other great enterprises. 

The Harbor of Amapala, which the steamer 
Costa Rica was leaving when fired upon, is by 
far the best on the Pacific coast of Central 
America. The City of Amapala ig situated on 
the Island of Tigre, one of a number of vol- 
canic islands which lie in thefgreat land- 
locked Bay of Fonesca, This bay runs fifty 
miles inland from the Pacitic Ocean and 
averages thirty miles in width. its mouth is 
eighteen miles across. and is guarded on 
either hand by huge volcanic peaks. 


Three Countries Conjoined. 


The republics of San Salvador, Honduras, 
and Nicaragua each havea sea front along 
the bay, though the Harbor of Amapala 
furnishes the only safe landing. for ships. 
The Town of Amapala lies at the 
base of a large i extinc$} vulcano. 
It has about 10,000 people, and being the 
only port of entry on this part of the Pacific 
coast carries on a diredt export and import 
trade with both Europe and the United States. 
The Island of Tigre, on. which it is situated, 
was once the depot of Drake, the notorious 
pirate, from which he carried on his,expedi- 
tions into the South Seas. inhabitants 
are chiefly native Indians with a mixture of 
Spanish and Mexican blood, though the busi- 
ness of the port is in the hands of the Ameri- 
can settlers, who have come to Honduras 
within the last few years. ; 

The dispatches tell the story which lead to 
the firing upon the United States flag with 
some detail. About gix months ago, when 
the last revolution in Honduras occurred, 
Poliecarpo Bonilla was the General of the 
forces which were conquered by Gen. Vasques, 
who has since become President.’ Bonilla re- 
fused to surrender, and with a handful of his 
forces fled to Nica ,. the gepublic im- 
mediately south of Honduras, There, of 
course, a revolution was on hand and Bonilla, 
with several hundred of his soldiers, took the 
part of the established government against 
the revolutionists. His allies wete successful. 
Then President Vasquez sent 4 formal de- 
mand cn the President of N oe ordering 
him to give upthe ingurgent Bonilla. The 
latter heard of the demand and.boarded the

Sunday night his wife, his aunt, Miss Judith 
Palmer Mills, his sister, Miss Eva Mills, and 
Miss Emma Odell, his stenographer, were the 
occupants of the house. Mrs. Mills is a 
church worker, and during the World’s 
Fair had charge of the exhibit of 
the American Society of Foreign Missions. 
The four women retired before midnight. 
Mrs. Mills occupied the chamber at the front 
of the house on the south side of the second 
story. Back of this room was the apartment 
used @y Miss Odell. Aunt Mills and Miss 
Eva Mills slept in a room 6n the north side 
of the house. Mrs. Mills lefta light burning 
dimly in her room. The other rooms were in 
darkness. 

Burglars First Enter Miss Odeli’s Room. 

About 2:30 o’clock, as nearly as she can 
locate the time, Miss Odell was awakened by 
a scraping noise at her door. She sat up in 
bed and listened intently. The knob was 
turned softly and three men entered. All 
carried revolvers and one had a_ bull’s-eye 
lantern in his left hand. He flashed the light 
upon Miss Odell, while the others leveled 
their pistols at her. Miss Odell is a young 
woman of firm nerves. She didn’t scream, 
but asked what they wanted. ; '

Charged with Being an Embezzler by His 
Employers, Flood & Co., He Quails Be- 
fore the Publicity Inevitable and Takes 
His Life—Falls to the Floor in a Jus- 
tice’s Court Where He Is Arraigned= 
His Wife Declares Him Innocent=Nine 
Ride on One Railroad Ticket. 


Poison, self-administered, proved fatal yes- 
terday aiternoon to James T. Bell, No. 35 
Forty-second street. He died shortly after 2 
o'clock at the County Hospital. The fatal 
dose was administered yesterday morning 
shortly after Bell had been arrested on a 
charge of embezzlement and his Geath at the 
hospital followed a sensational scene in Jus- 
tice Prindiville’s court, No. 121 Washing- 
ton street. While Bell was a prisoner in 
court waiting for release on bail he fell to the 
floor suffermg agony from the effects of 
poison. Physicians were called, but none 
answered the summons, and. after the dying 
man had been suffering without attention for 
some time he was hurried to the hospital ia 
ah ambulance. His condition was known 
to be critical and prompt and vigorous ef- 
forts were made to overcome 
effects of the drug and rescue the 
man from death, but were unavailing. 
The difficulty over which Beil was arrested 
oe out of his relations with Frank J. Flood 

Co., No. 183 Monroe street, publishers of 
law books. Bell was atone time bookkeep- 
er and confidential man for the firm and was 
familiar with the details of the business. Ex- 
pert bookkeepers discovered certain condi- 
tions which members of the fitm thought re- 
quired an explanation from Bell. His state- 
ments were not satisfactory, and as the short- 
ages caused by the irregularities amounted to 
nearly $5,000 the firm was proceeding with a 
Judicial investigation. 

Mrs. Bell told some aippees last night 
that had she known of her husband’s difficul- 
ties earlier she would have furnished money 
enough to have redeemed his name. Bell 
his family had lived at No. 35 Forty-secon 
street for three years. Although Mrs. Bell 
was too illto discuss her husband’s affairs 
last night, she told a neighbor that her hus- 
band was innocent and blamed an associate 
employé.

THE CHANCES OF BEING KILLED. 


In a Twenty-four Mile Railroad Ride They 
Are One in 1,491,910. 

If & man takes a ride of the average length, 
which is almost twenty-four miles, in a rail- 
way train in this country what is his chance 
of gétting killed? According .to the interest- 
ing report of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission just out itis one chance in 1,491,- 
910. Ifa young man of 20, jilted by his 
sweetheart, should determine to commit 
suicide without sin by getting accidentally 
killed in a railway accident he might do it. 
Certainly he might do it. If he were to get on 
a train as a passenger and ride, ride, ride at 
the rate of thirty-five and one-half miles an 
hour, day and night, every hour of every day 
and évery day in the year, if he had average 
luck he would eventually get surcease from the 
gnawing pain at his heart somewhere in the 
course of passing over 35.542,.282 :niles, for 
according to these official figu res one passenger 
is killed for every 35,542,282 miles that a pas- 
senger is carried. According to thé same he 
would be injured in some way eight and 
threé-quarters times, or eight times and a bad 
scare. It is a little better than one chance in 
three that he would come to an untimely 
grave in consequence of a collision, but if he 
preferred to have the train run off the track 
to kill him he would have only one chance 
in nine to be satisfied. His ible journey 
would have taken him around the world and 
past the place where she went to housekeep- 
mg with the other fellow 1,421 times, and 
would have cost him, at the rate of three cents 
a mile and $2.50 a night for a sleeping berth, 
$1.087,016.48. In this melancholy state of 
mind he wouldn’t care how his shoes looked, 
and the porter needn’t disturb his grief for a 
daily quarter, - 

And when, afterall his journeying to his 
death, and glowering out of the window at 
every unsympathetic rock that might have 
fallen before the ehgine, and cursing every 
vagrant browsing cow that might have tres- 
passed on the track and didn’t, he finds at 
length *‘ the golden key that opens the pal- 
ace of eternity,” itisa bigger chance than 
there are figures for that he will not be ready 
to ga® For the scenery of this world becomes 

teresting after a while, even to one smitten 

ith disappointment and angry with all cre- 
ation, There are many pretty acquaintances 
to bé picked up in the course of a long jour- 
ney, also, and time is a great healer of love- 
sickness, even though a slow one. He would 
be in his 135th year by the time his desperate 
purpose was achieved, and he would have 
more sense than he started with. He would 
have had leisure to reflect frum time to time 
on how his false sweetheart’s false teeth be- 
came her now; how her rheumati#m was, 
whether gray hair and spectacles changed her 
much, and how she managed with those 
great-grandchildren of hers. 


STRANGE FREAKS OF LIGHTNING. 


Pranks of the Currents That Cannot Be 
Explained. 


New Orleans Picayune; There were cases 


reported where persons struck by lightning 
had smal! holes bored in the skull, but other- 
wise they were not marked. In other in- 
stances victims have been horribly burned, or 
even dismembered or disemboweled. There 
have'been cases where a stroke of. lightning 
has cut off a man’s ear or shaved hia hair and 
beard clean and not hurt bim in afiy other 
way. 

The markings are often curious, Blue is 
the common color, but there have been red, 
green, and black, and occasionally the whole 
body turns black, Several tines negroes who 
have been struck by lightning have had their 


tskin bleached in spots to absolute whiteness. 


The most notable instance of this sort oc- 
curred in Mobile, Ala., on June 28 of last 
year, A negro, struck by lightning, found 
after he had recovered consciousness that he 
had one completely white arm. The rest of 
his body was as black as usual. 

Blindness, deafness, and total or partial 
paralysis are frequent synsegeonres of light- 
ning, strokes, ° Sometimes the lightning se- 
lects a single object ona man’s person and 
assails that without appareftly touching the 
man himself. Coins have been melted until 


they stuck together in a man’s pocket, while 


he Suffered no ill consequences. Keys, 
watehes, and watch chains, metal cartridges 
and eyeglass frames have been more or less 
damages, while the persons who wore them 
were almost uninjured. 

There have been many cases where clothing 
has been almost demolished without injury to 
its wearer, Iron tacks have been pulled out 
of shoes, and rubber boots have been de- 
stroyed frequently. The brass eyelets were 
torn-out of a Georgia man’s shoes, but he felt 
only a slight and harmless shock. ' 

7 ait and ships are often struck and set 
on fité. Powder magazines, petroleum tanks, 
ana ‘deposits of nitro glycerine have been ex- 
ploded by lightning, and innumerable trees 
shattered. A hollow tree, in which a hen was 
setting on eggs,-was struck and shattered to 
splinters, but the hen, although much scared, 
was; unhurt and the eggs were unbroken. 
There is no record of a balloon ever having 
been struck in midair.

THE OORBETT-MITOHELL AFFAIR 


A Certified Check for $20,000 Has Been 
Sent toa New York Agent Who Is Deal- 
ing with the Pugiliste—Expenses and 
Protection Will Be Offered Them—The 
Battle Wanted for the Last Week in 
December and Will Se Brought Off in 
the Sub-Tropical Building. _ 

[For other sporting news see page eleven.) 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 7.—[Special.]— 
Notwithstanding the correspondence between 


. Pugilists Corbett and Mitchell and the Secre- 


tary of the Olympic clubin New Orleans the 
fight for the world’s championship is sure to 
take place in Jacksonville. 

A strong syndicate of capitalists has been 
organized for putting up the money neces- 
sary for securing the fight and over $30,000 
is now deposited to its credit. 

A meeting of the syndicate was held this 
morning and it was decided to forward the 
whole stake of $20,000 to New York and 
this morning a certified check for $20,000 
was sent on by Cashier B. H. Barnett of the 
National Bank of Jacksonville. 

The letter containing this check went north 
at 1:30 p. m, today. It will reach New York 


! Thursday. 


Advices from New York make it positive 
that the fight will be held in that city during 
the last week in December. 

The three men who act as the agents for this 
syndicate are J. E. T. Bowden, a retired 
merchant and capitalist; Harry Mason, a 
wealthy real estate owner and sporting man, 
and Charles E. Smith, who is a prosperous 
market man in the city market. The others in 
the syndicate are bankers, real estate men, and 


, general business-men. The deal came about in 


this way: A cloge personal friend of a New York 
matchmaker now residing here advised him by 
letter a week or so ago that the money could 
be raised here for a stake to 
secure the Corbett-Mitchell fight. He replied by 
letter that various cities in the United States 
were offering inducements for the fight, but that 
“money talks." * What Corbett and Mitchell 
want,” he said, ‘is to see the money up. Talk is 
cheap. If you will forward at once $10,000 as a 
guarantee of g faith so that the two pugilists 
can see the money or the certified check, this 
will ‘go’ with them much fnrther than all the 
offers that can be made from other quarters. 
They are out for the dust and money talks with 
them. t me hear from you at once. Time is 
an impontans factor. Delay may lose you the 


How the Money Was Raised. 


The men mentioned above at once set about 
raising the money and Saturday last they wired 
that they had the $20,000 in bank. Yesterday he 
instructed them to forward a certified check with 
their conditions, adding: “I have n with 
Mitchell and Corbett today and they will fight in 
Jacksonville if the money is put up within forty- 
eight hours.” So all apparently that remains is 
to close up the contracts and arguments. 

Tonight Messrs. Bowden, Mason, and Smith 
visited the Subtropical building for the express 
purpose of inspecting it with a view to securing 
it for the championship fight. They are of the 
opinion that it can be abe to seat from 10,000 
to 13,000 people after having its interior built 
over into the shape of an amphitheater. This 
could be done very easily at no great expense. 
But if the Subtropical building should be dis- 
covered to be unavailable for the purpose the 
syndicate is prepared to erect a temporary struct- 
ure with a canvas top at a convenient point with- 
in ten minutes’ ride of the postoflice wherein at 
least 20,000 people can be accommodated. 

The managers are prepared to give the men 
$2,000 apiece for training and traveling ex- 
penses if they want it, perhaps more. But this 
was not offered in the conditions named. 
They do not know what sort of a counter-proposi- 
tion Corbett and Mitchell may make. This 
$2,500 apiece would be additional to the stakes of 
$20,000 of course. 


Railroads and All to Boom It. 


From vuhe same representative of the syndicate 
it was learned tonight that the railroads have all 


‘agreed to boom the thing for all it is worth if it 


should come to a head and be a “‘go.’’ They wiil

To one of the nts of the syndicate the ques- 
tion was put today: “If Corbett and Mitchell 
demand immunity from legal interference can 
gon ave it tothem?”’ His reply was: * Beyond 
oubt.”’ : 


NEW ORLEANS SAYS “ NO FIGHT.” 


The Outlook for Mitchell and Corbett in 
Louisiana Is Not Bright, 


New Ogveans, La., Nov. 7.—[Special.]—While 
the dispatches seem to indicate that Jacksonville 
bas secured the Corbett-Mitchell fight, it is well 
known here that the fighters have made up their 
minds that New Orleans is their place of last re- 
sort and have been working to that end for sey- 
eral weeks. The negotiations with the Olympic 
club have been carried on openly, while another 
and bigger deal is being worked with the greatest 
secrecy and a powerful combination is being 
formed which will carry considerable authority 
with it when it announces that all is in readiness 
for the contest. 

With all this it is almost safe to predict that 
there will be no fight. While the Olympic has 
just been active enough to keep the opposition 
moving and alive the combination has delayed 
its project until it will be almost impossible to 
eke its plan a success. Gov. Foster has virtu- 
ally committed himself, the press throughout the 
State has backed up his position unanimously, 
and next month the courts wiil start a campaign 

ainst pugilism, which it can hardly withstand. 

ith no other place where the fight can take 
place with safety the outlook forthe international 
championship being fought in America is none 
the brighter.
